Attorney  General  Williams  procured 
from  the  President  Hine’s  removal  as 
Marshal.  For  years  past,  on  account  of 
the  cupidity  of  unworthy  public  servants, 
such  as  the  above,  the  advertising  of  pro¬ 
posals  the  opening  of  bids  and  the  award 
of  contracts  have  bsen  a  mere  mockery 
and  a  fraud.  Honest  men,  who  came 
here  from  distant  states,  in  spite  of  their 
best  endeavors,  found  themselves  circum¬ 
vented  by  the  machinations  of  such  plun¬ 
derers,  and  so  fax  was  this  system  car¬ 
ried  that  many  contractors  abandoned 
the  fi*ld  in  disgust.  Gov.  Jewell  has  ren¬ 
dered  an  important  service  in  uncover¬ 
ing  this  unclean  nest,  and  he  is  deter¬ 
mined,  no  matter  who  may  be  affected, 
to  continue  the  probing  process  until  it 
reaches  every  person  who  has  connived 
at  or  aided  in  fraudulent  schemes. 

Since  the  trial  of  the  Safe-burglary  Con¬ 
spiracy,  several  of  the  witnesses  who 
swore  so  hard  for  tbe  defendants  have 
been  arrested  for  various  crimes.  One 
detective  of  Newark  was  arrested  and  con¬ 
victed  for  forging  Pension  papers.  And 
now  another  rose  fades  away.  “Gene¬ 
ral”  W.  J.  Manks  who  was  one  of  “CoL” 
Whittley’s  detectives,  and  one  of  the 
leading  witnesses  for  the  defense,  wras 
arrested  last  week  in  New  York  for  sell¬ 
ing  81,500  worth  of  counterfeit  fifty- 
i  cent  notes.
